The first resolution in the pro- 
|gram makes it plain that the As- 
'sembly considers the covenant ap- 
|plicable to the conflict and pro- 
claims that no agreement reached 
military .pressure will be 
recognized, thus approximating the 
; position taken by the United States. 

The second resolution acknowl- 
| edges the armistice efforts made 
| by thé Great Powers in Shanghai, 
and requests the Powers to assist 
in maintaining order in the zone 
to be evacuated by the Japanese. 

Committee Provided. 

The third resolution provides a 
committee of 19 through which the 
Assembly may be able to keep a 
firm grip on the problem. This 
committee would supervise peace- 
making efforts and would report to 
the full Assembly not later than 
May 1. 

By various indirect methods, the 
resolutions establish that the en- 
tire Chinese-Japanese question is 
within tne competence of the As- 
sembly, thus confirming China’s 
contention that Manchuria is in- 
cluded and rejecting the Japanese 
thesis that it is not. 

In none of the _ resolutions is 
there any direct condemnation of 


Japan as a violator of the covenant 
or the Kellogg Pact. But in League 
circles the impression is gained 
that the Assembly is on the point 
of some such action if conciliatory 
methods fail to achieve evacuation. 

Acceptance Considered Likely. 

Although the resolutions do not 
denounce Japan and do not acquit 
China of any. responsibility—as 
China has requested—it appeared 
tonight that the Chinese delegation 
would accept the program. 

The Japanese also seemed dis- 
posed to approve, although there 
was a possibility that they would 
find some features to which they 
would enter reservations. 

In previous debates some of the 
smaller states definitely character- 
ized Japan as a violator of the Kel- 
logg Pact and the League Cove- 
nant, and there is a possibility that 
strong criticism of the resolutions 
will develop at tomorrow’s discus- 
sion. 

Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, and other. League lead- 
ers, are hopeful that the Japanese 
will accept the program, but unan- 
imity is not essential.

ERG TAKES STAND 
AGAINST BARCUME 
IN KIDNAPING CASE 


Wealthy Fur Dealer Tells 
for Sixth Time Under 
Oath How He Was Cap- 
tured by Gang. 


DEFENDANT SHOWS 
SLIGHT INTEREST 


Jury Completed After Three 
Sessions of Court—Total 
of 66 Veniremen Exam- 


ined as Prospects. 


Edward Barcume, ex-convict, 
charged with the kidnaping for 
ransom of Alexander Berg, sat to- 
day in Circuit Judge Pearcy’s court 
across the counsel table from the 
jury which the State exnects to ask 
to send him to the gallows. 

He eyed the panel impassively, an 
undersized, sleekly groomed man 
with pomaded hair. To the testi- 
mony of the State’s witnesses he 
listened with outward disinterest, 


like one who hears a case in which 
he knows none of the participants. 

Berg, as the first State’s witness, 
told under oath for the sixth time 
the story of the kidnaping. 

Tells of Scizure In Auto. 

Berg, a wealthy fur dealer who 
resides at the Park Plaza Hotel, 
told how two men entered his auto- 
mobile as it moved slowly through 
heavy traffic on Lindell boulevard 
west of Euclid avenue on Nov. 6, 
and forced his Negro chauffeur, 
Albert Pike, to drive to a point on 
Hall’s Ferry road, three miles 
northwest of the city limits. 

He repeated in close detail his 
oft-told story of how he and the 
chauffeur were separated, how he 
was taken to a flat later proved to 
be at 5084A Easton avenue, and 
how on the night of Nov. 10 he was 
released on promise of $50,000 ran- 
som, still unpaid. 

Berg identified four letters and 
a $50,000 ; somissory note written 
by him while he was in the cus- 
tody and under tk: duress of the 
kidnapers. One, to his wife, re- 
ported simply that * + was well, and 
instructed her not to deal with po- 
lice. 

Another, to his friend, Ben Har- 
ris, 9 I-ingsbury place, reported he 
was held for $65,000 ransom. A. 
third note, to Morris G. Levinson, 
his attorney, was to the effect he 
was held for $50,000 ransom, and 
a fourth, also to Levinson, directed 
that Richards be hired as a go- 
between. The $50,000 promissory 
note, he testified, was written rt 
the direction of the kidnapers, like 
the others, and was addressed to 
Richards, whose name and acdress 
he copied from a_ business card 
handed to him by the kidnapers. 


Berg was followed on the stand 
by the chauffeur, Pike, who told 
the story of the kidnaping and his 
separation from his employer as 
Berg had related it. 

State Outlines Case. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Flynn 
began the proceedings in the morn- 
ing session with an exposition of 
the case as the prosecution intends 
to place it before the jury. In its 
details it paralleled closely the 
case presented against Charles 
Heuer, ex-convict and leader in 
the kidnaping, who is now awaiting 
pronouncement of a 99-year peni- 
tentiary sentence. 

Selection of the jury now hear- 
ing the case,was completed ltast 
night after three sessions of court, 


beginning’ Tuesday afternoon, had 
been devoted to the task. In the 
selection 66 veniremen were ex- 


amined by State and defense to 
make up the preliminary panel 
of 47. 

Nineteen were rejected for cause, 
16 “because they had _= scruples 
against imposition of the death 
penalty, three because they ad- 
mitted prejudices which would pre- 
vent them from arriving at a fair 
verdict. 

The preliminary panel was com- 
pleted at 3.45 p. m. yesterday and 
a recess was taken for peremptory 
challenges. The State took 40 min- 
utes to strike 15 veniremen from 
the panel and the defense 50 min- 
utes to reject its allowed 20. 

The 12 jurors remaining were 
called into the box by a bailiff at 
5:15 and were placed immediately 
in the custody of the Sheriff. They 
spent last night in the jury quar- 
ters in the Municipal Courts build- 
ing, where they will be sequestered 
until the end of the trial.

GANGSTER SAYS 
HE TOOK PART 
IN TWO KILLINGS 


Peter Stevens of Cuckoo 
Band Tells Police About 
Eddie Menken and Milton 
Rost Murders. oo5, 


NAMES BOMBERS 
IN TWO EXPLOSIONS 


Talks of Attacks at Buder 
and Title Guaranty Build- 
ings—Suspects Plot to 
Put Him on ‘Spot.’ 


Chief of Detectives Kaiser an- 
nounced today that Peter Stevens, 
a Cuckoo gangster, had confessed 
participation in two gang murders 
and an attempted killing, also nam- 
ing the men he said committed 
two bombings and attempted a 
third in the last year, 

Stevens told police that his for- 
mer pals were ‘“‘trying to put me 
on the spot, so I may as well tell 
all I know before I get bumped 


off.”’ 

Police said the murders in which 
he confessed having a part were 
those of Eddie Menken, a gang- 
ster, last July 2, and Milton Rost, 
ex-convict, Jan. 15, last. 

The bombings were last March 
17, when a floor of the Buder 
Building was wrecked by dynamite, 
and last Aug. 27 when a handbook 
shop in the Title Guaranty Build- 
ing was bombed. 

Shooting at Hotel Door, 

The attempted killing was Sept. 
25 tast when David Klegman and 
Harry Lander, employes of the 
Title Guaranty Building handbook, 


were fired on in front of the en- 
trance to the American Hotel. 
Chief Kaiser, who talked to Ste- 
vens for several hours yesterday, 
declined to discuss details of the 


confession with-reporters, He said 
almost ath fe force ‘was Tookiie in 
St. Louis County and on the East 
Side for two gangsters whom 8Ste- 
vens named as participants, and 


|for a notorious crookg who, Stevens 


said, directed all their operations. 

Stevens, who had been under bond 
charged with robbery at Edwards- 
ville and with carrying concealed 
weapons in St. Louis County, said 
he received a new sedan as pay- 
ment from the notorious crook. The 
other two gangsters also received 
new cars, he said. 

All the crimes, he explained, fol- 
lowed a disagreement between 
Tommy Hayes and Herman Tipton, 
both of whom led factions of the 
rather loosely knit Cuckoo organi- 


zation. As a result, he said, Hayes 
withdrew, taking his particular 
friends: Menken, Rost, Klegman 


and others remained with Tipton. 


Details of Killings. 

Stevens said he and one other 
man killed Menken, but Stevens 
took responsibility for the actual 
killing himself, saying he fired the 
shots, according to Chief Kaiser. 

Menken, who had been picked up 
181 times for investigation and con- 
victed only of a minor traffic vio- 
lation, was lying on a grass plot at 
Twelfth boulevard and Chouteau 
avenue, talking to a friend in an 
automobile, when a car drove past, 
stopped and backed up. Someone 
in it called, “Oh, Eddie,” and Men- 
ken raised up on one elbow to an- 
swer. As he did so, six shots were 
fired from the car. Menken fell 
back mortally wounded and the car 
sped away. One of Menken’s friends 
fired two shots at it, apparently 
without effect, 

Rost was sitting in his automo- 
bile at Kienlen and Wabada ave- 
nue, Wellston, at 7:15 o’clock the 
night of Jan. 15. With him was 
another man. A dark sedan 
stopped beside Rost’s car, there 
was a fusillade of shots and the se- 
dan went hurriedly away. Wit- 
nesses said the assailants used a 
submachine gun, but this, accord- 
ing to Stevens’ story to the police, 
was incorrect. “He told us they 
used pistols and nothing else,’’ 
Chief Kaiser said. 

Klegman, known to the police as 
“Crying Dave,” because of his pro- 
pensity for shedding tears when 
questioned by officers, escaped in- 
jury last September, as did Lander, 
by hiding behind an automobile. 
Stevens said his two companions 
and the notorious crook were pres- 
ent on that occasion, but that the 
notorious one was. absent when 
Rost was murdered. 

Buder Building Bombing. 

The eighth floor of the Buder 
Building was damaged $15,000 and 
the streets showered with broken 
glass, cccording to Stevens, in an 
effort to embarrass Tipton, who he 
said was guard for a racing news 
service operated by Beverly Brown 
and “Gullie Owen, Cuckoo bonds- 
men. Owen and Brown denied 
Tipton had any connection with 
their establishment. Later, Ste- 
vens said, Brown and Owen moved 
their establishment to the new Mart 
Building and the first night they

MANILA, March 10.—The de- 


stroyer Tracy, racing ahead of four 
other vessels of the United States 
Navy, saved 40 or more Japanese 
from the burning freighter Kaku 


Maru, off the Island of Mindoro, 
one of the Philippine Islands, to- 
night. 

Responding to the distress call, 
the Tracy, the destroyer MacLeish 
and the aircraft tenders Avocet and 
Jason steamed 100 miles south from 
their base at Cavite to rescue the 
crew of the Kaku Maru, enveloped 
in flames and smoke from her gaso- 
line cargo. 

The Tracy, faster of the rescue 
boats, reported by radio that the 
crew had been taken off and said 
the Navy salvage vessel Pigeon was 
standing by to aid the Kaku Maru. 
It was thought, however, it would 
be necessary to beach the Japanese 
vessel on Mindoro Island. 

The Kaku Maru, formerly the 
Tosan Maru, was proceeding from 
Colombo, Criton, Singapore and 
Hongkong to the North China Sea 
when the fire broke out in No. 2 
hold. 

The Kaku Maru’s home port is 
Tarumi, Japan. She is a_é steel 
steamer of 3863 gross tons. 


34 SAVED FROM 
DISABLED SHIP

ABOARD COAST GUARD CUT- 
TER OSSIPEE, March 10.—Aban- 
doned by ‘her crew after three days 
of intense hardship, the disabled 
collier H. F. De Bardeleben wal- 
lowed today on the stormy Atlantic 
Ocean some 600 miles east of New 
York. 

The Ossipee stood by, waiting for 
a chance to put r line aboard, al- 
though the collier’s crew of 34 
men, safe aboard the British 
freighter Laganbank, reported they 
did not believe their vessel could 
be saved. 

The Ossipee, under Commander 
N. G. Ricketts, with a long record 
as oceanographer in Labrador. :va- 
ters and on the annual North At- 
lantic ice patrol, was the first 
Coast Guard vessel to reach the 
scene. She relieved the Lagan- 
bank, which in turn had relieved 
the White Star liner Adriatic last 
night and allowed the latter to 
proceed to New York with her! 
passengers after a two-day vigil 
beside the stricken collier.. 

The De Rardeleben lost use of its 
rudder shortly after noon Monday. 
Until a lull in the storm at 2 a. m. 
today, when the seamen were able 
to lower their boats, they were in 
constant danger. The collier was

light and unmanageable in a blow. 

For three days the collier ran 
before the gale, her skipper, Capt. 
Knight, not daring to shut down 
his engines’ lest the vessel be 
Swamped by the high seas. Thé 
driving force of the gale and her 
own engines sent her along at an 
eight-knot clip and boats could not 
be lowered. An abatement in the 
gale came shortly after midnight 
but it promised to be only a lull 
before another storm, for. the 
barometer was falling, and the 
harassed crew lowered their boats 
and were picked up by the Lagan- 
bank, The Laganbank, sailing from 
Oriental ports, proceeded to Bos- 
ton, after the Ossipee’s arrival, gnd 
is due there Sunday.

Notify Chinese They Are 
Acting Under League Res- 
olution; Anxious Over 
Situation at Front. 


WOULD DEFER PLAN

Nanking Insists, However, 
Upon Unconditional Re- 
moval of Troops Before 
Entering Truce Talk.

SHANGHAI March 10.—Mamoru 


Shigemitsu, Japanese Minister, to- 
day notified. Chinese authorities 
that Japanese civil and military of- 
ficials were ready to enter into 
“negotiations for peace in accord- 
ance with the resolution which the 
League of Nations Assembly adopt- 
ed March 4. 

“There is reason to entertain 
some anxiety concerning the situa- 
tion at the front,” a note presented 
by the Minister said, “and we con- 
sider it a matter of urgent neces- 

sity to-reach a definite agreement 
for cessation of hostilities forth- 


with. Then we may discuss and de- 
termine arrangements for a with- 
drawal of Japanese troops. 

“Japanese authorities have pre- 
sumed ‘all along that the Japanese 
attitude on this matter was under- 
stood by the Chinese. Failing to 
hear anything from the Chinese, 
however, since the League’s reso- 
lution was passed, the Japanese 
‘authorities wish to make ctear, be- 
yond all doubt, their readiness to 
negotiate along the lines laid down 
by the League resolution.” 

Chinese Reply From Nanking. 
In the Chinese reply to the 
Shigemitsu proposals, delivered to- 
day, the Nanking Government con- 
tinued to insist on unconditional 
withdrawal of Japanese troops be- 
fore entering into truce negotia- 
tions. The next move is up to Ja- 
pan, this reply stated, and it should 
take the form of concrete propo- 
sals which would open the way to 
negotiations.

REPORT OF DEAL

Rosner was recommended to the 
Lindberghs “by three men, includ- 
ing a Cabinet officer and a Con- 
gressman,”” the News said. 

The newspaper account. sets 
forth that Rosner moved into a 
wing of the Lindbergh estate near 
here two days after the baby was 
kidnaped (which was March 1), 
and installed his men, necessitating 
the movin, of the State troopers to 
the Lindbergh garage. 

State police, confronted with the 
story published by the Daily News, 
said they knew nothing of any Ros- 
ner at the Lindbergh home nor of 
any negotiations “in the final 
stage” for the baby's return. 

One official said that if the kid- 
naping were done by organized 
criminals it was done by one of 
perhaps four such groups in New 
York City, and that underworld 
g0-betweens would be in the best 
position to know who made up 
these groups and how to reach 
them.

Manch Sellers, 38-year-old Negro, 
formerly of 2654 Lucas avenue, ac- 
cused of a $35 robbery, was con- 
victed last night in Circuit Judge 
Beck’s court by a jury which fixed 
the penalty at life in prison. He was 
charged under both the Henry law 
and the habitual criminal act. 

Steve Kofron, a grocer of 3300 
Rutger street, testified Sellers was 


one of two Negroes who held him 
up at the store last Sept. 24, tak- 


‘ing the $35 from the cash register. 


Both Kofron and a 15-year-old son 
who was in the store identified Sel- 
lers as the robber who flourished a 
pistol during the holdup. 

Sellers did not take the stand but 
presented two Negro men and two 
Negro women who testified that at 
the time of the robbery he was at 
the rooming house where he lived. 

A previous conviction of Sellers 
in 1923, when he was sentence’ 
to a year and a day in the Atlan- 
ta (Ga.) Federal penitentiary on a 
charge of violation of postal laws, 
was introduced in evidence against 
him. 

The maximum penalty under the 
Henry law, which covers robbery 
with a deadly weapon, is death and 
the minimum 10 years in prison.

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Total of $1,048,200 Official Tabulated—Con- 
tributions by Public Employes In- 
creased to $153,577. 


Gifts and pledges to the Crisis 
Campaign for unemployment emer- 
gency relief are expected to reach 
not less than $1,100,000 before the 
closing of the campaign, which was 
begun Feb. 21 with an objective of 
$600,000. 

The gifts and pledges officially 
tabulated reached a total of $1.- 
048,200.61 late yesterday afternoon, 
after a public employes’ contribu- 
tion had been increased to $15%,- 
577.87. Collector Koeln, as head 
of the public employes’ division, 
has been in charge of the gifts 
from all city departments, and the 
thoroughness of his- organizing 
work was commended in a state- 
ment issued by William King, as- 
sociate director of the campaign.

A decision by the Circuit Court, 
evicting Mrs. Myrtle Floyd from @ 
suite in the Leonardo Apartments, 
4166 Lindel boulevard, was reversed 
by the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
today. Mrs. Floyd held a prepaid 
lease for five years, dated January 
1927. which was signed by Leonard 
de Bord, owner of the apartment 
Two years later the apartment was 
sold at foreclosure under a second 
deed of trust and was bought by 


‘William E. Beckerman, as agent 


for the late Marion S. Fuqua, who 
owned $38,000 of bonds carried in 
the deed of trust. 

Beckerman, as title owner, filed 
suit for unlawful detainer against 
Mrs. Floyd, contcnding that as the 
lease and prepaid rent receipt were 
not filed of record Fuqua was 
without knowledge of their exist- 
ence at the time of the foreciosure 
sale: therefore it was either the 
tenant's duty to pay $90 a month 
which had been . demanded or 
move out. The lower court, in sus- 
taining the petition, held that the 
purchaser was not legally informed 
of the trancraction between defend- 
ant and the former owner. 

However, the Appeilate Court 
Judge ruled that as nearly four 
months elapsed between the time 
Fuqua entered into the contract for 
purchase of the bonds and the date

German President, in Radio 
Speech, Says He Seeks 
Re-Election as a Duty to 
the Nation.

BERLIN, March 10.—In_ the 
brusque military tone of the Field 
Marshal, President von Hinden» 
burg told the German people to- 
night that he was running for re- 
election to head off Civil War.

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NO MORE FRANCHISES. 

Having delivered the community from the clutches 
of franchise grabbers in the street railway field, the 
Board of Aldermen is not, we trust, going to deliver 
the community into the clutches of franchise grabbers 
in the natural gas field. 

Desirable as it would be to have the St. Louis In- 
dustrial Gas Co. bring natural gas into the city, to 
give the company @ franchise to do so would be to 
surrender home rule over the service and to hand the 
community, hog-tied, over to the tender mercies’ of 
promoters. The Laclede Gas Co. would no doubt buy 
the new company out at once and absorb its fran- 
chise, leaving the city just where it started. 

The way to avoid all such traps is for the Alder- 
men to turn their backs resolutely upon all fran- 
chises. If the St. Louis Industrial Gas Co. wants to 
bring natural gas into St. Louis from the Hugoton 
field in Kansas, it can do so, just as the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corporation, which brings natural gas 
from Louisiana, is already doing. The latter has no 
franchise. It is simply engaged in the business of 
selling fuel to St. Louis industries, and it does not 
need a franchise. Neither does the St. Louis Indus- 
trial Gas Co. need one. If it wants to sell gas to

For a Boycott on Japan. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NLESS .immediate action is taken, 
[J sapen's continued utter disregard of 
international authority will complete- 
ly scrap the Kellogg pact, the Nine-Pow- 
er Treaty, the Covenant of the League of 
Nations and the open door policy, and 
nullify the 13 years of effort to establish 
international order. If we cannot now 
implement our peace machinery, it will 
totally collapse. 
* The governments of the world are at 
present handicapped in dealing with 
Japan by a multitude of problems of the 
nature of which we are well aware. In 
the United States itself, the problem of 
coping with a severe economic depression 
and the timidity inspired by an approach- 
fng election combine to make the ad- 
ministration reluctant to act. 

But the necessity of foreign trade to 
a modern nation has given us as individ- 
uals the power to compel Japan to stop 
fighting and to submit her case to arbi- 
tration by the properly constituted in- 
ternational authorities. More than 40 
per cent of Japan’s foreign trade is with 
the United States. If Americans as indi- 
viduals refuse to buy Japanese goods, 
this boycott, added to the Chinese boy- 
cott, which has already set almost 36 per 
cent of Japan’s trade at a standstill, will 
of obvious necessity compel the Japanese 
people to stop and consider where their 
militarists are leading them. 

There is no danger of precipitating a 
war with Japan by an individual con- 
sumer’s boycott. Japan cannot contem- 
plate fighting the death grip on her 
trade which would be produced by inter- 
national use of such a boycott. 

We have no animosity toward the 
Japanese people, but the boycott is a re- 
grettable necessity to make the military 
clique of Japan realize that treaties are 
not scraps of paper. 

If we are to act before it is too late, 
we must boycott now. In thousands of 
communities throughout the 48 states, 
organizations are now under way. Simi- 
lar movements are springing up in other 
countries.

England's Plight in 1811, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ROM the day of the forked-tree plow 
F to the present, there has heen a con- 
tinuous howl about machinery sup- 
planting labor. I read-_with particular 
interest the article of Mussolini in the 
Post-Dispatch referring to that subject. 
In view of present conditions, it might 
be interesting to recall the plight of En- 
giand in 1811, mainly caused by Na- 
poleon’s continental blockade system. I 
quote from Green's “History of the En- 
Zlish People,” Vol, IV, p. 362: ‘ 
“Even manufacturers, though destined 
In the long run to befiefit the laboring 
classes, seemed at first rather to depress 
them; for one of the earliest results of 
the introduction of machinery was ‘the 
ruin of a number of smal] trades which 
were carried on at home and the pauper- 
ization of families who relied on them 
for support. In the winter of 1811, the 
terrible pressure of this transition from 
handicraft to machinery was seen in the 
Luddite, or machine-breaking, riots 
which broke out over the northern and 


local industries, it can do that without a franchise, 
and the Board of Aldermen would be foolish to give 
it one. . 

The whole gas situation in St. Louis would be in 
much better shape if the Laclede Gas Co. did not 
have a franchise. Thanks to its franchise, it eludes 
all local control over rates and service and is not 
answerable to the community in any vital respect. 
As we have often explained, it got its franchise from 
the State Legislature three-quarters of a century 
ago, when the General Assembly had power to hand 
any city over to utility exploiters. It was after a few 
such injustices as that perpetrated at the expense of 
St. Louis in the case of Laclede that the powers of 
the State in such important matters were withdrawn.

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WHEAT FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 
Preparations are being made for the distribution of 
40,000,000 bushels of Farm Board wheat to needy 
persons, a move in which the Federal Government is 
taking its first steps toward direct relief of the un- 
employed. 
The Red Cross will at once send 5,000,000 bushels of 
this wheat to drouth sufferers in South Dakota. Ar- 
rangements are being made in St. Louis for the dis- 
tribution of wheat throughout the 17 states which 
comprise the territory of the Midwestern branch of 
the Red Cross. The plan announced by William M. Bax- 
ter Jr., manager of the office, appears to embody con- 
venience and efficiency. In each community which 
desires such wheat, a local committee will ascertain 
the needs and facilities for utilization. It will then 
report to the Red Cross. A maximum 90-day supply 
of flour will be provided by the first shipments. 
The 40,000,000 bushels, it is estimated, will sup- 
ply bread for 10,000,000 persons for 10 months. It 
is the finest humanitarian move that has been made 
by Congress in the present crisis. 
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HINDENBURG VS. HITLER. 
Both the world at large and Germany herself have 
much at stake in the decision of the Reich’s voters 
when they go to the.polls Sunday to elect a President. 
The situation is no less critical than at the last elec- 
tion, seven years ago, when Hindenburg was chosen 
at a second poll, after no candidate had a clear ma- 
jority in the first. It seemed e step backward, from 
the Socialist, Ebert, whose death had made the elec- 
tion necessary, to the monarchist and war hero, Hin- 
denburg. But the aged soldier placed the German 
Republic ahead of his former monarch, and has 
brought his country safely through seven troubled 
years. Now he has the support of Germany’s foreign 
friends, who in 1925 doubted his motives, and could 
not foresee how he would unite the moderate parties 
and steer Germany’s course away from the perils of 
both right and left. 
Germany still needs Hindenburg, lacking another 
man of granite who can play his role. So the Presi- 
dent, waving aside the retirement he has. earned at 
84, is a candidate. Against him are Hitler, National 
Socialist; Duesterberg, Nationalist, and Thaelmann, 
Communist. The issue is thus moderates against the 
right, for the Communists, though conceded 6,000,000 
of the probable 38,000,000 votes, will not be within 
striking distance of victory. The two rightist par- 
ties Lave been unable to unite on a candidate, but 
the mob master, Hitler, is the chief hope of that wing. 
If there is a run-off election, it will doubtless be 
Hindenburg against Hitler. 
Hitler’s election would rock Europe with a resur- 
gence of fears and suspicions. His intention to repudi- 
ate the Versailles Treaty and reparations payments 
has long been known, and all the decade’s gains in 
international amity would probably be wiped out were 
he to take the helm. Hindenburg, no less content 
with Germany’s burdens, represents the path of con. 
Ciliation. Hitler, disciple of discontent, has made 
tremendous gains in power in the last 18 months, 
while Hindenburg depends on the support of thought- 
ful citizens who realize the merits of patience as a 
policy. If Germany re-elects Hindenburg, world 
peace and her own people will be the gainers.

We agree with the Governor that the senatorial 
map of Missouri, as drawn by the Democrats, is fear- 
fully and wonderfully made, and there is:‘no question 
that the sins of the political fathers of long ago 
are visited upon the children of today. It might be 
remarked, however, not in exculpation or defense, but 
in candid recognition of histoyical truth, that Mis- 
souri is not the only state where the majority party 
misused its authority to extend its lease of power. 
Gerrymandering is an old American custom, in which 
Republicans have been quite as adept as Democrats, 
an assertion corroborated by our political geography 
everywhere. If Republican Missouri is unable to elect 
a Republican Senate, by reason of the malicious skill 
of the departed Democratic politicians, so, too, New 
York Democrats are similarly prevented from elect- 
ing the lower house of their Legislature. We may de- 
plore, if we will, the political wickedness or un- 
scrupulous forethought of other days, but the indict- 
ment must, we submit, be returned against both par- 
ties.

solve would be misunderstood by 
part of my old electors, among 
whom, alas, are many old com. 
rades, and that accordingly I would 
encounter hostility. 

“But I would rather suf‘er mis- 
judgment and personal attack than 
to see our people, which has borne 
so many troubles in the past 15 
years, dragged before my eyes into 
fresh internal strife. 

“To save Germany from that 
fate, to give it a peaceful interval 
during which to solve' the great 
problems at home and abroad, I 
am willing to continue in office if 
I am re-elected. 

Charges Untruthful Reports. 


“Certain political quarters have 
interpreted my decision to stand 
again in a different light. Inac- 
curacies, if not downright lies, 
have circulated about me. In that 
connection I want to say this: 

“It has been said that I have 
taken my candidacy at the hands 
of the Left, or from a black-red 
coalition. 

“That is false. The candidacy 
was offered me by all classes and 
all conditions of the German peo- 
ple; by a large part of my old 
supporters and by many who in 
1925 voted for others. 


“The first attempts to secure my 
consent to run again came from 
the Rightist groups and they were 
joined by other parties and asso- 
ciations. I consented to run only 
after satisfying myself that outside 
of the individual party affiliations, 
wide sections of all Germany de- 
sired me to continue in office. 

“I would have refused to be the 
candidate of any party or group 
just as I have refused to accept 
conditions and obligations. 

“But to be the candidate of the 
German nation on a non-party 
basis and as such to oppose those 
who merely stand for party inter- 
ests—that T conceive to be my duty 
to the Fatherland. 

“Trustee for the Nation.” 
“Thus, if I am re-elected, I shall 
owe responsibility only to my God, 
my conscience anc my Fatherland. 
Thus can I take office as trustee 
for the nation. 

“In this election campaign I have 
been subjected to personal attack 
on my conduct of affairs. I shall 


cite the most important of these 
attacks, and I leave to the individ- 
ual listeners the judgment on the 
wrong done me. | 

“I am blamed for signing the 
Young plan by which, it is said, I 
placed myself in direct opposition 
to the so-called national front. 

“Truly, the signing of that plan 
was not a light matter for me, but 
I did sign, being convinced of the 
necessity of that step to gain our 
national liberty. I still believe ] 
did the right thing. 

“The Rhineland is free; foreign 
control has gone; the Young plan 
already has been outdistanced by 
actual developments. 

“I do not believe we would have 
stood where we stand today, de- 
spite all the difficulties of the for- 
eign situation, if I had taken the 
advice offered me then not to sign 
that plan. 

“Another reproach directed 
against me is that I signed the 
emergency decrees. 

Defends Emergency Decrees. 

“IT know that in doing so I placed 
heavy burdens on the German peo- 
ples, exposing myself to much per- 
sonal criticism. 

“Last summer we faced the ques- 
tiom whether to buy financial re- 
lief at the cost of political sur- 
render abroad or to stand our 
ground as a nation alone and sub- 
mit to heavy sacrifices. 

“Without hesitation I chose the 
latter course. Inasmuch as the 
Reichstag, the proper legislative 
body, failed to act and was unable 
to take the measures necessary to 
prevent immediate danger to the 
economic structure of the nation, I 
was obliged to take that action by 
the emergency authority vested in 
me by the constitution. 

“I bethought myself of the good 
old military principle that a mis- 
take in the choice of means is less 
reprehensible than doing nothing. 
It is quite conceivable that there 
may be differences of opinion on 
any of these measures and often I 
decided. on them with a heavy 
heart.

I cannot believe 
that Germany will go under in in- 
ternal strife and civil war when 
the supreme task is the struggle 
for liberty and the standing of the 
German nation. 

“Remember 1914. Remember 
the feeling at the front which called 
for the man, not for his position 
or for his party. 

“As in time of war the country’s 
call eliminated all barriers and the 
whole people—workers, peasants 
and all—did their duty in com- 


mon sacrifice. 1 do not abandon 
hope that Germany will yet be ree 
united in common thought of the 
Fatherland.”

Retained as a guard to watch} 
over Berg in the kidnapers’ rented 
flat at 50844 Easton avenue where 
he wealthy furrier was held from 
jov. 6 to Nov. 10, Tucker directly 
onnected the black-browed de- 
fendant with the abduction. He 
lared he had seen and talked {}{} 
th Barcume in the flat during 
Rerg’s captivity, that Barcume 
acted as a guard over Berg and 
that Barcume also conferred in the} 
fiat with Charles Heter and Cur- 


is Mediock, bis associates in the 
uctual kidnaping. 

Barcume, sleek, undersized, 
arefully groomed, dropped his air 
of detachment when Tucker took 
the witness stand and throughout 
he testimony of the kidnapers’ 
rstwhile guard followed the pro- 
eedings closely. His right leg, 
rossed over the left, swung ner- 
fousiy, and he blinked. as he 
stared at’the witness.
